Time  of  Delivery 

Bulbs  and  roots  mature  at  different  dates  in  autumn  and 
delivery  will  be  made  as  closely  as  ripening  conditions  will 
permit,  as  follows:  SEPTEMBER — Lilium  Harrisi,  Lilium 
Candidum,  French  Roman  Hyacinths.  OCTOBER — Tulips, 
Dutch  Hyacinths,  Crocus  and  Miscellaneous  Bulbs. 
NOVEMBER — Japanese  Lilies  and  Lilies-of-the-Valley. 
Some  seasons  Lilium  Album,  Auratum  and  Rubrum  arrive 
from  Japan  too  late  for  fall  planting,  in  which  case  we  make 
delivery  of  these  the  following  spring  in  due  planting  time 
to  bloom  during  the  summer.

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Cultural  Instructions  for  Fall  Bulbs 


Tulips 

Tulips  are  the  finest  and  most  useful  of  the 
Holland  Bulbs.  By  the  selection  of  the  proper 
kinds  they  are  equally  adaptable  for  growing 
indoors  in  pots,  or  outdoors  in  beds  or  inter¬ 
spersed  in  shrubbery  or  perennial  borders. 

For  convenience  in  giving  cultural  instruc¬ 
tions  we  divide  Tulips  into  two  groups:  Early 
Tulips  (Single  and  Double),  which  bloom  in 
April,  and  Late  Tulips  (Darwin,  Breeder,  and 
Cottage),  which  bloom  in  May. 

Early  Tulips  are  used  for  forcing  indoors  and 
for  planting  outdoors  in  beds  and  borders  where 
early  blooming  is  desired.  The  Late  Tulips  are 
generally  used  outdoors  for  bedding  or  for 
group  planting  in  the  perennial  border.  Some 
of  the  Darwin  Tulips  may  be  forced  indoors, 
but  these  should  be  brought  on  more  slowly 
than  the  Early-flowering  group. 

INDOOR  CULTURE.  A  6-inch  clay  pot  with 
drainage  hole  is  best  for  forcing  Tulips  and 
will  hold  5  or  6  bulbs.  Good  potting  soil  is 
made  by  mixing  2  parts  good  garden  soil  with 
1  part  leaf  mold  or  humus,  adding  a  little 
sharp  sand  to  keep  the  soil  porous  and  a  small 
quantity  of  bone  meal  to  stimulate  growth. 

Place  1  to  1%  inches  coarse  ashes  in  the 
bottom  of  the  pot  for  drainage.  Fill  the  pots 
with  soil  and  plant  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  are 
level  with  the  rim  of  the  pot.  Be  sure  to 
leave  enough  room  to  water  thoroughly  and 
then  either  place  the  pot  in  a  cool  dark  place, 
or  plunge  in  a  trench  outdoors,  covering  it 
with  about  a  foot  of  loose  material.  Allow  14 
to  15  weeks  for  the  development  of  strong  root 
growth,  after  which  time  bring  into  a  light, 
cool  room  at  a  temperature  of  not  over  65 
degrees. 

OUTDOOR  CULTURE.  Any  fairly  good 
garden  soil  will  grow  fine  Tulips.  The  ground 
should  be  thoroughly  worked  up  and  Bone  Meal 
applied  at  the  rate  of  5  lbs.  per  100  sq.  ft. 

Plant  bulbs  of  the  Early  and  Parrot  Tulips, 
so  that  they  are  covered  by  3  to  4  inches  of 
soil,  and  the  other  late  flowering  kinds  by  5 
to  6  inches  of  soil. 

The  surface  of  the  bed  should  have  a  slight 
slope  to  carry  off  excess  moisture.  After  the 
ground  freezes,  protect  from  alternate  freez¬ 
ing  and  thawing  by  a  covering  of  Peat  Moss, 
leaves  or  strawy  manure.  This  covering  should 
be  removed  in  the  Spring  when  danger  from 
severe  frost  is  past. 

CARE  OP  BULBS  AFTER  BLOOMING. 

Tulips  may  be  left  in  the  ground  from  year  to 
year  or  lifted  and  stored  away  until  Fall,  al¬ 
though  it  is  advisable  to  lift  every  year  if  soil 
is  very  heavy;  in  either  case  the  leaves  should 
be  allowed  to  turn  brown  before  they  are  cut 
off.  If  the  space  is  required  for  other  plant¬ 
ings,  lift  the  plants  carefully  and  “heel  in”  in 
some  other  part  of  the  garden  to  ripen.  When 
the  leaves  turn  brown  the  new  bulb  is  matured, 
and  if  the  bulbs  are  to  remain  in  the  ground 
the  dead  tops  should  be  cut  off.  If  the  bulbs 
are  to  be  lifted  it  is  best  to  lift  the  plants 
entirely  and  spread  out  to  dry  for  a  few  days 
before  cutting  off  the  tops  and  removing  the 
dirt.  Store  over  Summer  in  a  cool,  airy  place 
not  more  than  2  bulbs  deep. 


Hyacinths 

INDOOR  CULTURE.  The  Dutch  Hyacinths 
may  be  grown  in  pots  in  soil — in  bowls  in  pre¬ 
pared  Bulb  Fiber — and  even  in  special  Hya¬ 
cinth  glasses  in  water.  Proceed  as  with  Tulips 
by  placing  coarse  ashes  or  other  rubble  in  the 
bottom  of  the  pots  for  drainage,  filling  with 
soil,  and  planting  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops 
are  just  above  surface  of  the  soil.  The  exhi¬ 
bition  size  bulbs  are  best  for  forcing  and  should 
be  planted  one  to  a  5-inch  pot  or  three  to  a 
7-inch  pot. 

The  French  Roman  Hyacinths  may  be  grown 
in  pebbles  and  water  in  the  same  manner  as 
Paper- White  Narcissus.  Fill  bowls  with  pebbles, 
push  bulbs  about  two-thirds  way  into  the 
pebbles  and  fill  with  water  to  the  base  of  the 
bulbs. 

After  planting  the  bulbs  in  pots,  glasses,  or 
bowls,  water  thoroughly  and  place  in  a  cool, 
dark  place  for  10  to  14  weeks  to  make  root 
growth.  They  may  then  be  brought  into  a  light 
cool  room  to  bloom. 

OUTDOOR  CULTURE.  Light,  rich,  well- 
drained  soil  is  best  suited  for  Hyacinths,  and 
as  they  make  roots  very  early  they  should  be 
planted  as  early  in  the  Fall  as  possible.  Set 
bulbs  so  that  they  will  be  covered  by  4  to  6 
inches  of  soil,  according  to  size.  After  the 
ground  freezes,  protect  from  alternate  freez¬ 
ing  and  thawing  by  a  covering  of  Peat  Moss, 
strawy  manure  or  leaves.  Remove  this  cover¬ 
ing  in  the  Spring  when  weather  has  become 
settled. 

CARE  AFTER  BLOOMING.  When  the  leaves 
have  turned  brown  dig  up  the  bulbs,  cut  off 
the  tops,  clean  and  store  until  Fall  in  a  cool, 
dry  place. 

Narcissus  or  Daffodils 

The  Hardy  Narcissi  or  Daffodils  require  less 
care  and  attention  than  any  other  bulbous 
flowers.  Planted  in  congenial  soil,  where  they 
will  be  undisturbed,  they  will  increase  and 
bloom  for  years. 

OUTDOOR  CULTURE,  Narcissi  or  Daffodils 
will  thrive  and  multiply  in  any  good  garden 
soil,  in  full  sun  or  partial  shade.  They  are 
perfectly  at  home  on  the  edges  of  shrubbery 
borders,  in  woodland  groves  or  even  on  the 
edges  of  the  lawn.  Cover  the  bulbs  with  about 
twice  their  own  depth  of  soil.  It  will  not  be 
necessary  to  lift  the  bulbs  and  separate  them 
for  years;  in  fact,  they  seem  to  grow  better  if 
left  undisturbed,  providing  the  foliage  is  al¬ 
lowed  to  turn  brown. 

Miscellaneous  Bulbs 

Far  too  few  flower  lovers  know  the  various 
miscellaneous  bulbs  and  their  uses.  The  hardy 
kinds  (Crocus.  Chionodoxa,  Eranthis,  Grape 
Hyacinths,  Scilla  and  Snowdrops)  may  be  used 
for  naturalizing,  interplanting  in  beds  or  bor¬ 
ders  or  planted  in  clusters  in  the  rockery.  The 
tender  kinds  (Amaryllis,  Calla,  Freesia  and 
Oxalis)  can  only  be  grown  indoors  and  will, 
with  but  little  care,  give  you  flowers  during 
the  Winter  months. 
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Cultural  Instructions  for  Fall  Bulbs — Continued 


MISCELLANEOUS  BULBS— Continued. 

CULTURE  OUTDOORS.  The  hardy  miscel¬ 
laneous  bulbs  mentioned  will  grow  in  almost 
any  soil  and  can  also  be  planted  in  the  lawn. 
Plant  so  that  the  bulbs  are  covered  with  soil 
twice  their  own  depth.  Do  not  remove  or  cut 
off  leaves  until  they  have  turned  brown. 

CULTURE  INDOORS — AMARYLLIS.  Use 
pots  about  one  inch  larger  than  the  bulb  in 
diameter  and  plant  so  that  the  long  neck  is 
fully  exposed,  in  heavy  soil  enriched  with 
sheep  manure  or  bone  meal.  Place  the  pots  in 
a  light,  cool  place  and  water  sparingly  until 
the  growth  is  well  under  way.  A  weak  solu¬ 
tion  of  liquid  sheep  manure  about  once  a  week 
will  assist  in  bringing  on  the  blooms.  Plunge 
outdoors  in  the  garden  over  Summer,  taking 
care  that  the  leaves  are  not  injured.  Bring 
inside  before  frost  and  place  in  the  cool  and 
dark  without  any  moisture,  to  rest  for  a  period 
of  at  least  8  weeks  before  starting  to  grow 
them  again. 

CALLA.  The  most  popular  Calla  for  indoors 
is  the  pure  white  variety  Aethiopica.  They 
are  heavy  feeders,  requiring  considerable 
nourishment  and  moisture  while  growing.  Use 
a  large,  deep  pot,  set  top  of  bulb  level  with 
surface  of  the  soil,  and  after  potting,  place 
directly  in  the  light.  When  the  buds  begin 
to  show,  feed  with  a  weak  solution  of  liquid 
sheep  manure.  Calla  Elliottiana,  is  golden  yel¬ 
low  with  spotted  foliage,  blooms  later  than  the 
white  and  requires  the  same  general  treatment. 

CROCUS.  For  growing  indoors,  Crocus  may 
be  planted  in  either  soil  or  prepared  bulb  fiber. 
Plant  early  and  use  the  largest  bulbs  obtain¬ 
able,  placing  10  to  12  bulbs  in  a  6-inch  low 
pan.  Water  and  place  in  the  dark  for  14  to 
16  weeks. 

PREESIA.  Fragrant  perfumed,  tubular 
blooms  produced  in  clusters  on  slender  stalks 
and  valuable  for  cutting.  Plant  as  early  in  the 
Fall  as  possible,  using  8  to  10  bulbs  in  a  6- 
inch  pot  or  pan  and  cover  to  depth  of  1  inch. 
Water  thoroughly  and  plunge  pot  to  the  rim 
outdoors  in  the  garden.  When  growth  shows 
well  above  the  ground  or  before  frost,  bring 
indoors  to  a  cool  room,  where  they  should  be 
grown  along  slowly.  Fine  twigs  placed  on 
the  edge  of  the  pots  will  support  the  foliage. 

CEALXS.  Indoor  plants  producing  charming 
tiny  flowers,  which,  owing  to  their  trailing 
nature,  are  valuable  for  hanging  baskets.  Plant 
10  to  12  bulbs  in  a  6-inch  pot,  do  not  place  in 
the  dark,  but  keep  out  of  direct  sunlight  until 
growth  starts,  after  which  they  can  be  brought 
into  full  light. 

Iris 

Wre  list  two  distinct  kinds  of  Iris,  which 
are  best  treated  separately. 

GERMAN  IRIS  (Fleur-de-lis  or  Flag)  is  the 
most  commonly  grown.  They  have  broad, 
swordlike  leaves,  bloom  in  May  and  will  grow 
in  any  good  soil  that  is  well  drained.  Plant 
so  that  the  upper  part  of  the  rhizome  (bulb) 
shows  above  the  ground. 

JAPANESE  IRIS  (Iris  Kaempferi)  is  the 
tallest  growing  and  largest  flowered  of  the  Iris 
family  and  blooms  in  June  or  early  July.  A 
moist  location  such  as  along  a  stream  or 
around  a  pool  is  best  suited  to  the  Japanese 
Iris.  However,  they  should  not  be  planted 
where  the  water  lies  for  a  long  time  in  Winter. 
When  planting,  barely  cover  the  roots. 


GENERAL  IRIS  CULTURE.  Iris  like  plenty 
of  water  at  the  time  of  blooming  but  should 
not  be  planted  where  water  lies  for  a  long  time 
in  Winter.  Bone  Meal  is  the  best  fertilizer 
and  should  be  applied  liberally  in  early  Spring. 
Avoid  the  use  of  manure,  either  fresh  or  rotted. 
Note,  first  growth  in  the  early  Spring  is  in¬ 
clined  to  be  slender  but  soon  broadens  out 
luxuriantly. 

Peonies 

Peonies  thrive  best  in  a  sunny  location,  in 
good,  rich  soil,  but  will  also  do  well  in  partial 
shade.  Dig  holes  about  15  inches  deep  and  put 
4  or  5  inches  of  thoroughly  rotted  manure,  or 
pulverized  sheep  manure  mixed  half  with  leaf 
mold,  in  the  bottom.  Fill  in  with  good  top  soil 
and  plant  roots  so  that  the  crowns  are  covered 
by  not  more  than  2  to  3  inches  of  soil.  Roots 
should  not  be  closer  than  two  feet  apart. 

Lilies,  Their  Likes  and 
Dislikes 

Lilies  can  be  made  to  grow  In  a  variety  of 
soils,  providing  the  texture  of  the  soil  is  taken 
into  consideration  in  planting.  Plant  deep  in 
light,  sandy  soils  and  shallower  in  heavy  soils; 
also  large  bulbs  should  be  planted  deeper  than 
small  ones. 

Practically  all  Lilies  like  leaf  mold  and 
sharp,  gritty  sand,  and  dislike  manure  unless 
it  is  very  old,  well  rotted  and  thoroughly  in¬ 
corporated  with  the  soil.  Although  Lilies  re¬ 
quire  plenty  of  moisture  during  the  growing 
season,  they  should  never  be  planted  where 
water  lies  in  the  Winter  time. 

AURATUM.  Dislikes  lime  and  likes  a  well 
drained,  sunny  or  partially  shaded  location. 

BATEMANNIAE.  Likes  lime  and  grows 
equally  well  in  sun  or  partial  shade. 

CAHUIDUM.  Likes  full  sun  and  is  impartial 
as  to  lime  and  soil  provided  it  is  well  drained. 
Does  not  like  to  be  moved. 

HANSONI.  Impartial  to  lime  and  likes  par¬ 
tial  shade.  Sometimes  does  not  bloom  the  first 
year  after  planting. 

HENRYX.  Impartial  to  lime  and  thrives 
equally  well  in  sun  or  partial  shade. 

KRAMERX.  Dislikes  lime  and  must  have  a 
well  drained,  sheltered  location. 

REGALE.  One  of  the  hardiest  Lilies,  im¬ 
partial  to  lime,  soil,  or  location;  this  superb 
variety  seems  to  grow  anywhere. 

SPECIOSUM  ALBUM  AND  RUBRUM.  Dis¬ 
like  lime  and  like  their  roots  to  be  shaded 
while  their  flower  spikes  have  access  to  the 
sun. 

SUPERBUM.  Dislikes  lime  and  likes  a 
shaded,  moist  location,  although  it  will  stand 
the  sun  if  provided  with  ground  cover  or  a 
heavy  mulch. 

TIGRINUM.  Endures  lime  and  likes  a  moist 
location  either  in  sun  or  partial  shade. 

PEAT  MOSS  is  an  excellent  Summer  and 
Winter  mulch  for  all  Lilies.

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Narcissus  or  Daffodils 

Narcissi  or  Daffodils  are  the  hardiest  of  hardy  bulbs;  planted  in  a  congenial  location  they 
increase  from  year  to  year  and  are  seldom  subject  to  the  ravages  of  insects  or  diseases. 

Plant  bulbs  so  that  they  are  covered  by  1%  times  their  own  depth  in  a  position  where  they 
need  not  be  disturbed  and  where  the  leaves  may  be  left  to  turn  brown  before  cutting  off.  If 
planted  in  the  lawn  or  shrubbery  border,  no  Winter  protection  will  be  necessary.  Further  in¬ 
structions  will  be  found  on  cultural  page  in  front  of  catalog. 


Classes  of  Narcissi 

As  there  is  often  a  great  deal  of  confusion 
in  ordering  the  different  kinds  of  these  fine 
Spring  flowers,  we  give  below  short  descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  various  types.  Type  name  is 
designated  in  parenthesis  after  each  variety 
name  in  the  list. 


Campernelle  Giganteus  (Jonquil).  Small  star¬ 
shaped  flowers  in  golden  yellow  clusters. 
Very  sweet  scented.  Double  crown  bulbs,  14c

Conspicuus  (Medium  Trumpet  Barri).  Prim¬ 
rose  petals  with  small  orange-scarlet  cup.

Empress  (Giant  Trumpet).  Deep  yellow  trum¬ 
pet  and  pure  white  petals.

Large  white 
petals  with  good  sized  yellow  cup,  edge  1 
red.

Very  large  flow¬ 
ers;  rich  deep  yellow  trumpet  with  lighter 
petals.

Poeticus  Ornatus  (Poet’s  Narcissus).  Best 
of  all  for  naturalizing.  Cup  light  yellow 
with  narrow  scarlet  border.

Sir  Watkin  (Medium  Trumpet  Incom.).  Very 
large,  sulphur  petals  with  medium  size, 
deep  yellow  cup.

Van  Sion  (Double).  Golden  yellow  through¬ 
out.  Double  trumpets.  Double  crown

Jonquils.  Miniature  giant  trumpet  Daffodils 
borne  in  clusters. 

Poet’s.  Those  with  short  cups  in  place  of 
trumpets. 

Poetaz.  Cluster-flowered  Poet’s  Narcissus. 

Paper-White  Narcissus. 
The  small  cluster-flow¬ 
ered  Narcissus  for  grow¬ 
ing  in  pebbles  and  water.

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Giant  Darwin  Tulips 

This  magnificent  class  of  Giant  Darwin  Tulips  is  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  long  sturdy  stems  (from  20  to  30 
inches)  bearing  large  goblet-shaped  blooms  with 
petals  rounded  and  slightly  incurved  at  the  top. 
Colors  range  through  all  the  shades  of  pink,  red, 
blue  and  white  with  many  suffused  or  margined  with 
delicately  contrasting  shades. 

The  Darwin  Tulips  bloom  in  May  after  the  Early 
Tulips  have  passed  and  are  unusually  adapted  for 
mass  plantings.  Their  sturdy  growth  and  vivid 
colorings  also  make  them  unexcelled  for  inter¬ 
spersing  in  shrubbery  or  perennial  borders. 

The  height  in  inches  of  each  variety  is  given  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  name  and  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  when  planning  to  plant  two  or  more 
varieties  in  the  same  bed;  so  that  the  shorter  va¬ 
rieties  will  not  be  hidden  by  the  taller  ones.

Best  results  are  obtained  by  getting  the  bulbs  into  the  ground  during  October,  so  that  strong 
root  growth  will  have  been  made  before  Winter  sets  in,  although  in  favorable  seasons  plant¬ 
ings  can  be  made  as  late  as  December  first.  Plant  bulbs  so  they  are  covered  by  4  inches  of  soil 
and  space  5  to  6  inches  apart.  After  the  ground  freezes,  cover  with  Peat  Moss,  leaves  or  strawy 
manure  to  a  depth  of  3  inches  to  protect  from  alternate  freezing  and  thawing.  Remove  this  cov¬ 
ering  in  the  Spring  after  the  weather  has  become  settled.  The  letters  in  the  descriptions  below 
denote  comparative  earliness  of  bloom  and  figures  height  in  inches.

Fill  pot 
with  soil  or  bulb  fiber  (bowls  with  fiber 
only),  and  plant  the  bulbs,  so  that  the 
tips  barely  show  above  the  soil.  Water 
thoroughly  and  place  in  a  cool,  dark 
place  until  roots  are  developed.

Anyone  who  loves  flowers  can  have  them  all 
Winter  long  with  but  very  little  trouble  and 
expanse.  The  main  requirements  are  a  cool 
dark  place  to  start  the  bulbs  and  a  sunny  room 
that  can  be  kept  at  a  cool  temperature  (55  to 
60  degrees)  to  grow  them  in. 

Nearly  every  one  is  familiar  with  the  ease 
with  which  the  Paper-white  Narcissus  can  be 
brought  into  bloom.  Many  other  bulbs,  such 
as  Tulips,  Hyacinths  and  the  bulbs  listed 
on  pages  12  and  13  are  just  as  adaptable  for 
growing  indoors.  It  is  necessary,  however,  to 
leave  them  in  the  dark  for  a  longer  period  than 
Paper-Whites  and  they  cannot,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  Roman  Hyacinths,  be  grown  in 
pebbles  and  water. 

Bulb  fiber  is  an  excellent  growing  me¬ 
dium,  very  easy  to  handle  and  inexpensive  to 
buy,  so  that  you  need  not  use  soil  unless  you 
care  to.  The  diagram  on  opposite  page  shows 
explicitly,  how  to  pot  up  bulbs  for  Winter 
blooms,  and  if  bulb  fiber  is  used,  bowls  or 
jardinieres  may  be  substituted  for  pots.

Peonies  are  justly  called  the  “Queen  of 
Spring  Flowers”  and  are  one  of  the  most 
satisfactory  of  all  flowers  to  grow.  They 
thrive  best  in  a  sunny  location,  in  good,  rich 
soil,  but  will  also  do  well  in  partial  shade. 

Dig  holes  about  15  inches  deep  and  put 
4  or  5  inches  of  thoroughly  rotted  manure, 
or  pulverized  sheep  manure  mixed  half  and 
half  with  leaf  mold,  in  the  bottom.  Fill  in 
with  good  top  soil  and  plant  roots  so  that 
the  crowns  are  covered  by  not  more  than  2 
to  3  inches  of  soil.  Roots  should  not  be 
closer  than  two  feet  apart. 

Peonies  bloom  early,  but  because  of  this 
they  should  not  be  neglected  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  Summer.  In  extreme 
droughts,  plenty  of  water  should  be  applied. 

Do  not  remove  the  leaves  until  they  have 
withered.  Failure  to  bloom  does  not  neces¬ 
sarily  mean  that  the  clump  should  be 
divided;  it  may  be  that  the  plant  is  sending 
up  too  many  stems  for  their  roots;  in  which 
case,  early  in  Spring,  scrape  dirt  away  from 
the  crowns  and  remove  one-third  to  one- 
half  of  the  shoots.

Make  or  Re-make  Your  Lawn  This  Fall 

September  is  one  of  the  best  times  to  start  a  new  lawn,  or  to  reseed  an  old  one.  The  cool  nights 
and  warm  days  of  September  are  ideal  for  promoting  quick  growth  and  there  is  usually  plenty  of 
rain,  also  weeds  are  weakest  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

Grass  sown  in  September  makes  a  very  heavy  root  growth,  which  carries  it  through  the 
Winter  and  will  produce  a  luxuriant  sod  early  in  the  Spring. 

SOIL  AND  PREPARATION.  The  ideal  lawn  soil  is  a  well  drained,  moderately  rich  and  moderately 
heavy  loam.  If  raw  sub-soil  has  been  exposed  in  grading,  cover  or  replace  it  to  a  depth  of  8  inches  with 
top  soil  from  an  old  meadow  or  garden.  If  the  soil  is  too  sandy,  add  manure  or  prepared  humus  to  act 
as  a  binder  and  moisture  holder.  If  it  is  stiff  clay,  add  sand  or  ashes  to  make  it  lighter,  and  manure  to 
make  it  mellow.  Avoid  fresh  stable  manure,  as  it  is  almost  invariably  full  of  weed  seeds.  Pulverized 
Sheep  Manure  is  excellent.  Spade  up  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  6  to  S  inches,  mixing  in  the  manure  or  other 
fertilizer,  and  then  rake  the  surface  as  fine  and  level  as  possible. 

SEEDING.  Sow  the  seed  evenly  over  the  surface.  To  insure  a  thick,  even  stand,  use  plenty  of  seed: 
an  excessive  quantity  will  do  no  harm.  It  is  a  good  idea  to  divide  the  seed  in  half  and  go  over  the  plot 
twice,  making  the  second  sowing  at  right  angles  to  the  first.  Then  go  over  the  surface  with  a  roller  to 
compact  the  soil  about  the  seed.  Make  the  first  cutting  when  the  young  grass  is  3  or  4  inches  high. 

In  shady  places  sow  Shadyland  Lawn  Seed  and  give  extra  attention  to  fertilizing  and  watering,  as 
trouble  under  trees  and  shrubs  is  often  due  to  the  fact  that  their  roots  have  absorbed  all  food  and 
moisture  from  the  soil. 

WATERING.  If  the  soil  contains  plenty  of  moisture-retentive  humus,  little  artificial  watering  should 
be  required.  If  it  becomes  necessary  to  use  the  hose  during  the  dry  spells,  an  occasional  thorough  soak¬ 
ing  is  better  than  frequent  light  sprinklings. 

RESEEDING.  Even  on  well  established  turf  it  is  advisable  to  scatter  seed  every  Spring  and  Fall. 
One-third  to  one-half  of  the  quantity  recommended  for  seeding  a  new  lawn  is  generally  sufficient  for  this 
purpose.  Bare  spots  on  old  lawns  should  be  dug  Up,  well  fertilized  and  resown.  Thin  places  need  only 
be  scratched  up  with  the  rake,  seeded,  and  rolled.

The  Winter  Mulch  Supreme 

Peat  Moss  consists  mostly  of  partly  decayed  Sphagnum  moss.  The  best  grade  of  Peat 
Moss  comes  from  Germany  and  is  light,  fibrous  and  porous,  and  light  brown  in  color  as 
compared  to  Peat  from  Ireland  or  this  country,  which  is  almost  black,  heavy  and  more 
like  muck  soil. 

Preparing  the  Ground.  When  preparing  the  ground  for  planting  bulbs,  work  from  1  to 
3  inches  of  Peat  Moss  into  the  soil.  Peat  Moss  will  help  to  lighten  up  the  soil  and  acts 
as  a  reservoir  for  excess  moisture  and  plant  food. 

Winter  Mulch.  After  the  ground  has  frozen  place  a  layer  of  Peat  Moss  4  to  6  inches 
deep  over  bulbs  and  perennial  beds  and  give  the  lawn  a  top  dressing  about  one-half  inch 
deep. 

Storing  Dahlias  and  Bulbs.  Dahlias  and  other  tubers  may  be  safely  stored  over  winter 
in  Peat  Moss.  Place  a  layer  of  Peat  Moss  in  the  bottom  of  a  box,  basket  or  barrel.  On  this 
place  a  layer  of  tubers.  Spread  Peat  Moss  between  and  over  the  tubers.  Then  add  another 
layer,  continuing  until  the  container  is  full,  having  a  thick  layer  of  Peat  Moss  over  the  top.
